Veterans who desire to cash their 
bonds must sign the request for pay- 
ment on the back of the bonds in the 
presence of a certifying officer, either 
at the local post office or at one of 
the designated points in the Philadel- 
phi area. In every case the veteran 
must be known to the certifying of- 
ficer or must be identified by a citi- 
zen who is known to the officer. 
Checks will be then issued from the 
central Philadelphia office and should 
be received a day or so afterwards.
